ITS HISTORY, BY DR. PARSONS, SURGEON or 
Perry's FLEET, AND AN EYE WITNESS. ,

Mino, 
sit, is the more humble and appfopriate task 
to describe briefly the battle of Lake Erie, 
A story so often told most fpil, to. interest 
most of you, and I should decline repeating 
it, but for the expressed wish of many to hear 
it from the lips of the last surviving officer 
of Perry’s squadron, : š 

Prior to the 10th of September, 1813, the 
United States squadron on this, lake, com- 
manded by Commodore Perry, anchored in 
Put-in Bay, which is formed by a cluster of 
islands, fifty miles from this place. The ene- 
my were in the port of Malden, forty miles 
farther distant, preparing to meet and. giye 
us: battle. 

Our crews were reduced in'‘number of men 
by a prevailing fever, which induced Getieral 
Harrison to send thirty-six volunteers from 
his army. Bome of these still live, and are 
here present. 

Within a day or two previous to the fight, 
Perry called’ a council of commanders,’ and 
assigned to each his situation in the order of 
battle, and concluded his order by stating 
his intention to bring the enemy to close 
quarter, in order not to lose by the short 
range of his carronades; und the last em- 
phatic injunction with which he dismisséd 
them was, that he could not, in case of diff- 
culty, advise them better than in the words 
of Lord N slice: “In case you lay your enemy 
close alongside, you cannot be out of your 
place.” 

Early in the morning-of the 10th, a cry 
came from the masthead, “Sail ho!” All 
hands sprang from their hammocks, and ere 
they could dress and reach the deck six sail 
were announced, Signal was then made to 
the squadron, “enemy in sight,” “get under 
way,” and soon the hoarse sound.of trumpets 
shrill boatswains’ pipes resounded 
throughout the fleet with, “All hands up 
anchor, ahoy.” After some detention by ad-, 
verse winds, we cleared the islands and di- 
rected our course towards the enemy, dis- 
tant at ten o’clock about five miles. 

The American squadron consisted of nine 
vessels, carrying 54 guns and 400 men, and 
the British of six vessels, carrying 64 guns 
and 511 men. ‘The line of battle was ar- 
ranged with the Scorpion and Arie! ahead, 
followed by the flag-ship Lawrence, Caledo- 
nia, Niagara, and four small vessels, and the 
were ordered to keep within halfa cable's 
length of each other. By this arrangement, 
it was understood that the Lawrence shonid 
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to rappor the two ships, 
from the 


houts few men were left on deck in working 
order, and the six men stationed with me at 
first to assist in moving the wounded, were 
called away one by one to work the guns, and 
even someof the wounded themselves crawled 
back to the deck, to lend a feeble hand ir 
pulling at the last guns, ' 
At this time the surgeon’s room presented 
a scene truly horrible. There Jay the lifeless 
bodies of Midshipmen Laub and Charles Po- 
hig, both killed in the surgeon’s room after 
having their wounds dressed. Luub had 
hardly left my hands when a cannon ball 
struck him in the side, dashing him against 
the wall, and cutting his body nearly in twain. 
Lieutenant Brooke, son of the Governor of 
Massachusetts, an elegant and accomplished 
officer, lay with his hip mashed’ by a cannon 
ball, of which he died before the battle closed.

. And now the British ,officers arrived, one 
from each vessel, to tender their submission, 
and with it their swords. ‘When they ap- 
proached, picking their way:among the wreck 
and tarnave of the deck, with their hilts to- 
wards Perry, they tendered them for his ac- 
ceptance. Witha dignified and solemn air, 
and with a low tone of voice he requested 
them to retain their side-arms; inquired with 
deep concern: for-Commodore Barclay and the 
wounded officers; tendered to:them ever 
comfort his ship afforded, and expressed his 
regret that he had not a spare medical officer 
to send them, that he only had one on duty 
for thé fleet, and that he had his hands full. 
In a fewr days, the two Commodores parted, 
never more to meet cach other, nor with Gen- 
eral Harrison. Tokens and messages of frend- 
ship, however were often interchanged be- 


tween them. 

: Berry served two years as comniander of 
the Java, taking with him the survivors of 
the flag-ship Lawrence. He after this com- 
manded a squadron in'the West Indies, where 
he died of fever in 1819, Possessed of high- 
toned morals, he was above the dissipation 
and sensuality prevalent with some officers of 
that day. His literary acquirements were 
respectable, und his taste retined, He united 
the graces of a manly beauty with a lion 
heart, sound mind, a safe judgment, and a

business, and on the outbreak of the war he 
was an employee at a tanyard in Galena, at 
$40 per month. In 1861 he was commission- 
ed Colonel of the 21st Illinois volunteers, and 
without doing anything to distinguish him- 
self, he was appointed a Brigadier General, 
and was soon heard of at Cairo. Probably 
there never was an army more wretchedly or- 
ganized or provided for than this same Cairo 
army. The fortunes of war placed a soldier 
under his command, the late General C. F. 
Smith, than whom the army of the Union 
could not boast of a superior. Smith organ- 
ized Grant’s army for him and fought the bat- 
tle of Fort Donaldson. Every one knows 
that Gen. C. F. Smith was the hero of that 
battle, for there is considerable doubt as to 
whether or not Grant was within four miles 
of the place until after the surrender. It is 
said that he was not within cannon range of 
the enemy. Smith was, and was severely 
*{avounded at that battle. Grant telegraphed 
to the War Department claiming the credit 
dne to the gallant Smith. By his miserable 
management at Shiloh, he and Sherman were 
surprised und defeated, and had it not been 
for the timely arrival of Buell their army 
would have been captured and “Beauregard 
would have watered his horse in the Tennes- 
see river.” Tiere again Sherman and Grant 
took the credit to themselves while Buell, to 
whom was due the credit of saving their ar- 
my, was hardly mentioned as part of the re- 
intorcements that hurled back the Confede- 
rate forces and saved the Union army from 
an ignominious defeat. a 
Then followed the miscrable blundering in 
Mississippi, in which he became frightened 
and burned his train and destroyed millions 
of dollars worth of Government property. 
This bloodless but expensive campaign was 
soon followed by the victory at Vicksburg. 
Grant tried every means within the scope 
of lis own narrow, contracted mind, to cap- 
ture the garrison of that place, and after ex- 
hausting all the plans suggesting thomselres 
to him, he appealed to young McPhersou, an 
officer of rare ability, who suggested the plan 
which proved successful. General Grant took 
all the credit and poor Mc Pherson, who was 
the true hero of Vicksburg, was cheated out 
of hia well-earned laurels. a 
Grant's next success was at Missionary 
Ridge, where Thomas did the work and Grant 
gained the credit. ; 
Then followed the miserable, blundering 
campaign wich earned for our hero the name 
of “Butcher” Grant. He could have landed 
his army on the south bank of the James 
without firing a gun, but he did not wish to 
do that for fear that he would be accused of 
following McClellan’s plan, so he marched 
straight for Richmond, determined “to fight 
it out on that line if it took all the summer. 
This whim cost the Federal army 100,000 
men, who were killed or wounded in reach- 
ing the south bank of the James, a position 
he could have gained without the loss of a 
single man. Once quartered around Rich- 
mond and Petersburg, there he remained 
“bottled up, until the wild goose and blood- 
legs trip of Sherman to the sea placed it in 
the power of Thomas to strike a blow at 
Nashville which broke the backbone and par- 
alyzed the energies of the Confederates to 
guch an extent as to force General Lee to sur- 
render. , 
Thus onded the war and

This is done almost instautly, 
when the form is again run out, ahd the pa- 
per peeled off in a complete matrix of the 
whole form. A So: aan of French chalk 
18 now applied to the surface of this paper, 
when it is placed into the mould, and the hot 
metal poured against7it, and the plate almost 
mstantly formed. It 1s now removed to the 
planer, is cut, routed and justified, and in a 
few minutes is on its way to the press-room. 
These plates are cast in the exact form re- 
quired fora cylinder press, and are about 
half an inch in thickness.—/orthender. 


Finst Sweetwater Mimers.—The follow- 
ing account of the miners who first worked 
in the Sweetwater country is taken from the 
Cheyenne Guide to the Mountains: 


To a Dr. Leonard is attributed the honor 
of haying, through his discoveries, first made 
public the fact that the mountains in the 
neighborhood of the old South Pass 
road abounded in the preciousmetal. 

From the reports of this noted moun- 
taineer, a party of men were induced in June, 
1867, to start on a prospecting tour through 
this region, On tributaries of the Sweet- 
water, they foynd numeroits indications that 
gold washing had at one time or other been 
here carried on. Remains of old cabins and 
ancient rockers, prospect holes and extensive 
patches washed away, pointed conclusively 
to the fact that the irrepressible gold miner 
had been there before them. The men who 
had thus secretly enjoyed their “ounce dig- 
gings” in the recesses of the mountains are 
supposed to have been a gang of robbers who 
were in the habit of levying toll on stray 
travelers, or stock on the neighboring Salt 
Lake road. When business in this line was 
dull, or when bursuit was hot, these bandits 
probably retired to their dens, and peaceably 
spent their days in the respectable occupation 
of gulch mining. Whether these weird and 
mysterious miners on the Sweetwater were 
“gobbled” by the rampagious savage, or after 
amassing stflicient wealth repented then of 
their past missdeeds, and returned to the 
softening infiuence of civilized sag A aot 
remains an open question. At any rato they 
were not there in June last when the pros- 
pectors redched their haunts, nor had they 
left any clue as to thejr present whereabouts, 
or even when they ittonded to return.

In 
addition to the work performed by the men in the 
employ of Jones and Werninger, these two gen- 
tlemen, have subscribed liberally for the pur- 
pose of having the road shortened and repaired. 
Other freighters have done likewise, and we are 
told that the merchants of this town are acting 
in the matter. Yuma County has, we are infrom- 
ed, had a Road Superintendent, some men and 
a team employed for some time past in repairing 
bad spots of the road lying within her bounda- 
riez, and it bas been suggested that Yavapai 
might do something similar. With the expendi- 
ture of very little money, the present route could 
be shortened considerably, and a better route 
obtained. Hope our people and the County 
will move in the matter; the teamstera it ap- 
pears to ug, are doing their best to lighten our 
burdens, for they have reduced the price of 
freight from La Paz to this place from 8 to 6 
cents per pound, and say they are prepared to 
reduce it still lower as soon as possible. Onr 
true policy isto meet them half way and aid 
them all we can. to accomplish this necessary 
and desirable end. We want a cheap freight 
tariff and cheap goods.

Internal Revenue Items. 


Through the politeness of Henry A, Bige- 
low, Assessor of Internal Revenue for the Dis- 
trict of Arizona, we have been furnished with 
the following items: 


The Revenue officers commenced operations 
here in January, 1867, dating the assessments 
{rom August 1st, 1866. All special taxes im- 
posed under the Internal Revenue laws are 
assessed with reference to the first day of 
May as the commencement of the year, and 
the first assessment made as above, was from 
August Ist, the time when the act of July 
13, 1866, took effect, to the 80th of April?

After May Ist, the annual assessment of spe- 
cial taxes for the year ending April. 80, 1868, 
and the assessment of the income tax, and 
tax on carriages, gold and silver plate, ete., 
was made, ‘he amount assessed from May 
Ist, 1867, of the annual list and other taxes 
during the year, was $9,827,90. Total, from

In 1867 the law was amended requiring the 
annual assessment of ‘Taxes to be made in the 
month of March, in each year, but not chang- 
ing the date when the tax commenced. The 
amount of the annual hst for 1868, which in- 
cludes income taxes for the year ending Dee.

1, 1868, with all fractional und other taxes 
assessed from May Ist, to July Ist, 1868, is 
$12,024,62, more by over $400, for the first 
two months of this year, than for the fifteen 
months ending May Ist, 1868.

* * * Tt is not eosy toxsgelwhy individuals 
who expend from $3,000 t0; $5,000 annually 
on themselves and familia; and who admit 
the fact, are nevertheless upon the records as 
having an income of Jess than $1,800, And 
yet the number of such instances is surpris- 
ingly large. They have livéd and spent the 
money, but somehow manage to get the 
statement on the Assessor books that they 
have had very little incomé, hardly enough 
to i fag of, and quité unyorthy of any tax 
at all. rare A 

“There can be no question but. this, tax’ 
law is largely evaded. Ttiis left, in a great 
measure, to the honesty of the individual to 
say what his actual income ig., Tf nót dver 
scrupulous, he interprets the lawas he’ under- 
stands it—taking care to.glve it a construc- 
tion that a considerable portion of the taxes 
which he ought to pay ‘wil bédvoided. It 
is not ¢asy to prove that such Yeturns are 
false ; the party may have kept no books, and 
his receipts and losses can only be known to 
himself, What he judges to be losses, may 
be merely guess work, or no losses at all. In 
a few instances parties have been known to 
make returns of incomes greatly in excess of 
the sum required by law. This is done to 
bolster up credit, or to create an impression 
in the community that they were doing bet- 
ter than some of their neighbors. A wealthy 
individual may have much unproductive 
property, and his annual income will be 
small. Another ıs ambitious to be set down 
as rich, and makes plump returns, Gencrally, 
we suspect, there is verg little danger of ex- 
aggerated statements. But, at best, these 
returns are no safe guide in estimating the 
wealth of individuals. One may have real 
estate to the value of half a million of dollars, 
and yet have, hard work to pay the taxes 
upon it, and derive money enough from it to 
meet annual expenses. A miner may strike 
a “pocket” this ycar and figure handsomely 
in the income returns. Next year his pocket 
may have a grievous hole in it. 

The income tax, which has never been pop- 
ular, is fast becoming an offense to the peo- 
ple. It never can be an equitable tax, and 
has only heen tolerated as one of temporary 
and extraordinary necessity. It is oppressive 
in many cases, and inquisitorial in all. It 
bears hardest upon persons of small incomes, 
which already fail to meet current expenses. 
It 1s not so much a tax upon property, as 
upon skill, brains and good luck. 

It is anti-American in spirit, and is out of 
all harmony with the genius of the people. 
The interest on our public debt must he paid, 
and money must be raised for the annual ex- 
penses of the Governwent. But some more 
popular method than this must be devised for 
the raising of revenue, The time is coming 
when the financial problem will be forced 
upon the attention of r1epresentatives of the 
people. We haveno lack of currency tinkers; 
but there is a great dearth of statesmen with 
ability to grasp the financial question, and 
the courage to originate a just plan for the 
funding of the public debt, the reduction of 
the inflated currency, and an equitable sys- 
tem of taxation.

General Devin’s Late Expedition Into 
the Heart of Arizona. 


The reports of the officers connected with 
the expedition tend to confirm the statements 
of the early explorers, Weaver, Wilson, Wal- 
ker and others, that the most attractive, best 
watered and 1ichest agricultural section of 
this Territory, lies east of the Verde. In 
the Tonto Basin, north and east of the Sierra 
Anches, streams of delicious water were found 
at intervals of from three to five miles. 
Springs were plenty. and one, the largest 
ever secn hy any of the party, was estimated 
to have a flow of several hundred gallons per 
minute. ‘The basin of the epring holds eight 
hundred gallons, and the whole surface was 
in commotion. It supplies the greator part 
of the main branch of the east fork of the 
Verde. The divides of the creeks are high, 
but between them lie small fertile valleys. 
The valley of Cherry creek, the largest west 
branch of the Salinas, is not equalled in benu- 
ty or fertility by any portion of this Territory 
heretofore settled. Itis a series of magnifi- 
cent parks, surrounded by hills, covered with 
excellent pine timber; the valley itself being 
dotted with juniper, oak and sugar maple. 
This valley is tho northorn limit of the gran- 
ite country. All north of this point is lime- 
stone or red sandstone. The bottom on the 
head of Tonto crech is also very fertile, and 
the Indians had commenced to farin there this 
Spring. Tho Salinas, above the point where 
it turns northward,’ appsars to run thropgh 
an impassable canyon in the mountain, Pa- 
tient research, howover, discovered anumber 
of places where it was practicable to cross it, 
even at points where the banks were nearly 
one thousand feet in height. East of tho 
most casterly branch of the Salinas the coun- 
try changes materially in character, The 
divides aro smoother and far more practica- 
ble for wagons, the levels are much longer, 
and the creek bottoms more extensive snd 
covered with the richest blue grass. From 
the east fork of the Salinas to the west fork 
of the San Carlos, the country from cast to 
west is as level ds 4 floor, while from north 
to south it slopes at an angle of about five 
degrees, It is covered with excellent pine 
and juniper, but not heavily enough to pre- 
vent n luxuriant growth of grass. Nearly in 
the centre of this wooded plain stands an 
Aztec ruin which covers nearly an acre of 
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ground, and through the. centre of which 
runs @ stream of pure water: A.wagon ros 
astending the Mogollane at the head'of Clea 
creek and fullowing, the divides could descend 
at this point with comparatively “little labor. 
Suth aroad has now been dommenced ard, 
has nearly réached the summit át Clear cresk, 
As forthe reckless stories óf partids: who, 
aver that they can drive a wagon, buggy, otd. 
up the mountdin; down it, or derdss ‘it; the 
Gereral'says they afè simply bosk? ‘The: 
road will have -tò be not-dnly’ worked, but 
patiently, ‘systematically and intelligently 
worked, to surmount the crest, follow the’'di- 
Vide and descend the mountain with any, 
grade that will be practicable: for wagons 
carrying three thousand’ pounds or more. 
Neither ascent or descent is as practicable as 
was Grief Hill before the troops built the 
road over it. i 

At the eastern edge of the wooded plateau 
the country descends very rapidly to the 
Arroyo Colorado, which forms the head of 
the east branch of the San Carlos. ‘The wa- 
ter is very pure and sweet, the blue grass so 
luxuriant that the horses scarcely’ stirred 
from the point where they commenced graz- 
ing until they were picketed ‘for the night. 
The formation is mostly limestone.. Another 
fork was passed, similar in character to the 
first, but with wider bottoms, and separated 
from it and the main stream by a low divide, 
which was easily crossed. The main stream 
was struck at a point near the forks of the 
river and north of them. At this point the 
bottoms on each side are from one-quarter to 
one-half mile in width; the valley proper, or 
table land on each side of the bottom is about 
eight miles in width between the mountains, 
and lies mostly in grassy mesas, ‘The stream 
has cut ont its banks perpendicularly to 
a depth of eight and ten feet through a chan- 
nel sixty feet in width; the water (June Ist,) 
was very coldand pure, about twenty feet 
wide and two in depth. From the east a 
smaller branch enters through a wide and 
grassy bottom. ‘The bottoms have been ex- 
tensively cultivated at one time, ditches, and 
remains of former corn fields were found in 
every direction, and several adobe houses, 
but the stillness of death reigned in the val- 
ley. Not an Indian smoke could be seen 
from the highest peaks, not a foot of carth 
was turned, and the only Indian sign to be 
seen was that of their families in ono trail 
leading to the head of the Prieta and Little 
Colorado. 

Rations were now getting short, and tLe 
shoes of men and horses worn out; many of 
the latter had to be shod with leather eut 
from the saddle skirts and aparahoes. Horse- 
shoe nails brought one dollar each to their 
lucky possessors. The health of the com- 
mand was excellent, Twining south a short 
distance, and then westward, the detachment 
then joined the main body on the second day, 
and ascended the Mogollone, struck north for 
the head of the Salinas, which canyons far 
into the mountains, On arriving at the head 
of Sherbon’s fork of the Little Colorado, 
whick rises on the north side of the Mogolione, 
a magnificent sight presented itself. A. hun- 
dred miles away to the north-west rises the 
snow covered peak of old San Francisco. A 
few points west of north the Moqui Pickcts 
(or Blue Peaks) pierced the sky apparently 
about seventy-five miles distant, and away to 
the north-east, a range of motntains said to 
mark the western boundary of New Mexico. 
The course of the Little Colorada could be 
plainly traced by the mist rising with the 
morning sun. From this point the eye conld 
take in, at one glance, ten thousand square 
miles of the finest pine timber in the world, 
dotted with openings and grassy parks, Such 
a, country must have a future. ; 

Twining the head of the Salinas and pro- 
ceeding westward, the divido successively 
turns the head of Tonto oreek, the enst fork 
of the Verde, and Fossil eroek, and their 
branches, all of which, of any magnitude, 
head in the Mogollone. Interlogking thege 
are the canyons and valleys, forming the heads 
of tho streams running into the Little Colo- 
rado, so that insome places the divide proper 
is not over three feet in width, 

The southern face of the Mogollone, for 
nearly one hundred miles oast of Fossil creck, 
is very abrupt, descending nearly, if not quite, 
two thousanil feot in four orfivd milos. First,

Partioulars of the Recent Fight’ Between 
A. Mail Party of Five Soldiers dnd a 
Band of One Hundred Indians. 


(Correspondence of the Minse.) 


Tonto Varney, Yavapai County, 
Arizona, June 26, 1868. ` f , 
Eprror Minen—The game’ of life in’ these 
parts still continues to be a bloody one, and 
is likely to become moreso, Iam sorry’ to 
have to chronicle the murder, by Apache cut- 
throats, of four as good soldiers as Uncle Sam 
had. A mail party of five in number, consist- 
ing of Sergeant Lemons, Privates Murphy; 
Merrill, Murphy and ‘Theely, (the first ,fuur 
of whom were killed, Theely alone: secaping 
to tell the tale,) started from’ this place 
on Tuesday, June 16th,’ for Camp” Me- 
Dowell, and had proceeded’ to.a point bo: 
tween Camp Miller and Sugar:Loaf: Mountain, 
when, while ascending the hill between these 
two places, they rode into an ambush of , qn 
hundred Indians, The rearmost mai! seein; 
Indian hands raised over thé rocks, nidking 
motions, shouted to the Sergennt, whojmmes 
diately put spurs to his horse. Jugtythen a 
murderous volley was poured into them, from 
every side, which killed ọne man and wound- 
ed the rest. The horses, too; were all wowad- 
ed. Private Theoly instantly wheeled about 
ran to 'I'reaty Hill, and there took up a :posi+ 
tion. He was pursued and attacked by,some 
twenty savages, whom he kept at bay until 
his horso was rested, ‘The sergeant, though 
badly wounded, kept in his saddle for shout, 
400 yards, when he drapped, and was ounced 
upon’ by # huge Indian, whom he sueceede 
in shooting through the heart. The sergéant 
was found riddled with bulleta ond arrows. 
One of the Murphys ran to the top of a- hill, 
whore he fortified himself and made a Har 
fight, judging from the appearance of the 
the place after the fight. He was afterwards 
found, cut in two, a short distance from -his 
shelter.

tion to adjourn July 15th, which, after sover- 
af amendments were offered and rejected, was 
finally adopted, 91 against 4'7.—It is said that 
the President hos signed the Hight-Hour bill.

CuLorination.—From the accounts we 
read, of the success of the “Chlorination” 
mode of extracting the precious metals from 
sulphurets, we have come to the conclusion 
that never, until the process is introduced and 
put into operation here, can the rich sulphur- 
ets found in the mines of this part of Arizona, 
be thoroughly subjugated and made to yield 
up their treasure. Hear what the Alta Cali- 
sornia says touching this matter: 

“The chlorination works of Coney & Bige- 
low, at Jackson, Amador County, have paid 
so well that the furnace has been enlarged to 
double its original capacity, which was to roast 
three tons in twenty-four hours. The aver- 
age yield of the sulphurets from the Coney 
Mine is $200 per ton so that these works 
should now turn out $1,200 per day—not an 
unimportant production for a district which 
previously threw away nearly all its sul- 
phurets.” 

Now, it is a well-known fact that tons 
upon tons of sulphurets that will pay more 
than $200 per ton can be taken out of several 
mines in this vicinity, and it must be patent 
to everybody that sulpurets can be worked 
here as well asin California, but, of course, 
not as cheaply. But then the difference in 
the richness of our ores will more than make 
up for the difference in cost of labor, chemi- 
cals, etc., and, if roasting the ores be one of the 
necessary adjuncts of chlorination, California 
has no advantage over us in that respect, as 
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Tue Los Angeles, (Cal) Repubiienn says 
that stealing fruit trees is followed in its city 
This isa new business.

July 19, 1868, Mi. Fred Henry writes us as'fol- 
lows: } 

“Ihave just returned from a trip down the 
creek: have seen most of the farms and farmers 
of the Grove, The crops, with little exception, 
look well, and there willbe more gram raised 
here this season than cver before, Barley and 
wheat were not injured by thé freezing, some 
time since, as much asatfistsupposed. A great 
many have planted: corn, beans, ete, on their 
stubble ground, thus raising two crops of the 
sume land in one season. The late rains saved a 
great deal of hard work ia the way of mgatng. 
Altogether, everything looks prosperous aand 
healthy so far. Green corn, beans, ete., are plen- 
tiful. Melons are making good runs and will 
soon be hure. 


Tue Jast mail party that arrived here from 
Camp Lincoln, saw some Indians in the vicinity 
of the Cienega. 


RECENTLY, while a soldier from Camp Lincoln 
was out hunting in the vicinity of that post, he 
saw, at some distance, a party of abont fifteen 
Indians. mostly women and children, The red- 
skins, it would appear, are swarming again. 


Beacu's wagon train arrived in Prescott Sun- 
day last from Camp Lincoln, It was loaded 
with ash timber for Kerr’s wagon shop. The 
train started back again on Tuesday, with sawed 
lumber for government. Mr. Beach stated that 
the road was very muddy. 


Inprans ax Waryer Grove.—About noon on 
Monday last, ten mounted Indians rode up with- 
in three hundred yards of the dwelling of Timo- 
thy Lamberson, at Walnut Grove, in this county, 
and drove off iwo of his cows. Mr. and Mrs.

close to the house, ete. On the way up, he saw 
plenty of Lndian sign.
